ADVANTAGES OF DEFERRED 
PAYMENTS. 

“Whatever may. be said against. the 
system, there is no doubt that it has a 
lot to commend it to the intending pur- 
chaser. For instance, if one purchases a 
car under this system ‘he can do so without 
disturbing any capital that he may have 
Invested and pay the instalments out ~of 
income, which in these days is an impor- 
tant consideration to most people. 

Then there is the important matter of 
after-purchase service and attention to the 
car, and this is practically assured when 
the-car has been bought under the easy 
payment plan. Although an extra charge 
is made for the deferred payments, it only 
adds’ a reasonable percentage to the capital 
sum outstanding. 

HOW THE SYSTEM WORKS. 

To-day any cat distributor of standing 
in the Free State has a deferred payment 
scheme in operation, and it applies to 
secondhand cars as well ‘as to new cars, 
‘the only distinction made being that on 
the used car a larger deposit is generally 
asked than in: the case . of:.the “new 
vehicle, Many of the firms themselves 
finance their own instalment plans, 
but the “majority of them do the busi- 
ness through large insurance companies 
.which specialise in motor business The 
amount of the deposit is generally twenty- 
five ‘per cent. of the value of the car: 
some firms require considerably less, while 
others go so far as to regard the deposit 
as a first instalment. As one might expect, 
the distributors or agents charge a per- 
centage to cover the time that it takes 
to get back the full price of the car; but | 
this extra charge depends on the length of 
the period taken to pay off the instal- 
ments. 

For a period of twelve months, for 
instance, the charge is approximately five 
per cent. additional on the value of the 
car, and rarely does it exceed six per 
cent. If one desires to extend the repay- 
ment period to, say, eighteen months, the 
charge would work out at about eleven 
per cent. Generally, if one finds oneself 
in a position to clear off the instalments 
before. the specified period, the~ interest.

THIRD PARTY. INSURANCE. 

In connection with the Free State 
Traffic Bill which is promised an 
introduction 
that a “clause: be inserted 
all motorists to insure against thi pay 
risk, and it may be of interest to indicate 
how this matter has been dealt with by 
the New Zealand Government. In that 
country all motorists are compulsorily 
instited* to cover a risk of £2, 060. tn. 
surance rates are high in Australia, and 
the New Zealand Government undertook 
the insurance, but at the same time left 
it open to any insurance company to also 
take the risks at the Government’s rate 
of scheduléd premiums. “°° 

That: Act came, into force just six 
months ago, and virtually all of the 
insurance companies have taken the busi- 
ness, ‘ahd ‘with! very little protest. | “The 
premiums are collected with the annual 
road licence, and the insurance has 
worked very ‘smoothly up to the present. 
Some. difficulty arose in distinguish- 
ing between cars used for private 
and “for “ ‘trdtle ' fitirpdsés, but © that 
has been overcome by the insurance 
companies. giving to each insurer who asks 
for it an indemnity on this particular 
point. An amendment most favoured is ‘4 
flat rate for cars which are used for private 
ee and thone mainly for business, stich as 
doctors. The act has anticipated. common 
law-in-regard to imsurance mofieys, and it 
has set up the principle that the vehicle 
and not the owner is xo e responsible party, 
because the insured vehicle may be ean 
by anyone, and the fact that the owner 
is not diving it does not make the in- 
surance Claim void; neither can the in- 
surance money be diverted to the benefit 
of an insolvent’s estate or to any person. 
In other words, no matter what happens 
if the insured vehicle is the cause of 
injury or death the insurance up to £2,000, 
which covers costs and legal expenses, goes 
to the next-of-kin of the injured or killed

While many of 
the pictures are beautiful, there are a 
few which are repellent to purists in form 
and colour, and others are fantastic, and 
do not “ hold the mirror up to nature,”

NORTHERN RECORDS 


The Ulster Reeords Office is doing 
an exeellent work in bringing to light 
many interesting facts connected with the 
history of the province, Docyments in the 
london Records Office have been 
examined, and it will be recalled that, in 
1928, when these investigations were 
started, a number of important letters and 
papers re'ating to the Six Counties were 
found and recorded in the Ulster Depart- 
ment. The report of the Deputy-Keeper 
for last year has just been issued, and it 
is stated that important progress has been 
made in the work in hand. State papers 
relating to Ireland ‘were examined, and it 
is mentioned that a detailed catalogue of 
about 46,000 words has been, made of 
questions relating te the province. 

At this time, when there is so much 
discussion regarding emigration, it is of 
special interest to note that, according to 
an old document, hitherto unpublished, 
some forty-seyen ships left Trish ports 
between June, 1804, and March, 1806. for 
the United States of America, the total 
number of emigrants carried being 1,600.

Ghe Festival of the Nativity. 


Christmas is so associated with the 25th 
of December that it may appear strange 
that it could ever have been otherwise. 
The Church in early times wes by no 
means unanimous as to its proper date in 
the calendar: whether it should come on 
the 6th of January, the 25th of March or 
the 25th of December. According to 
Clement of Alexandria, there was in the 
second ceptury considerable speculation 
respecting the date of COhrist’s birth. 


‘Some authorities placed it in the twenty- 


eighth year of Augustus on the 20th of 
May, others a month earlier, while 
Clement himself believed it to have 
occurred on the 3rd of November in the 
year B.C. 3. The first certain mention of 
the 25th of December is made by a Latin 
chronographer of A.D, 354, who says that 
Christ was born on the 25th December in 
the year A.D. 1, on a Friday, on the 
fifteenth day of the new moon, December 
25, however, in the year A.D. 1 wae a 
Sunday. In the early Church Christmas 
was not kept as a feast day, as in later 
times with great festivity and many 
dishes, The favourite dish used to be a 
boar’s head, but this was supplanted after 
the middle of the sixteenth century by the 
turkey.

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BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirz,--In this morning's issue of your paper 
you have rightly exposed a peril to the health 
of the community of Dublin, through the 
agency of its milk supply, by the transmis- 
sion of tuberculosis of cows to human beings. 
it is well known by medical and veterinary 
men that this menace is of paramount ime 

rtance, but it is not well known by the 
general public, and in their ignorance they 
are apathetic to any legislation which may 
be deemed necessary to deal with it. It 18 
with the view of helping to stimulate the 
public mind to the importance of this subject, 
and with the hope that ure will 
brought to bear on the Government to take 
early steps to leguatate in the matter, that I 
am addressing this letter to you. 

While | agree with Professor Bigger re- 
garding the danger from the use of cows’ 
milk, it is advisable, however, to point out 
that, although tuberculosis is prevalent 
amongst cows, the percentage which excrete 
tubercle bacilli in the milk is but a small 
one; and, further, the Bovine Tuberculosis 
Order is directed with a view to eliminating 
these dangerous animals. At the same time 
the eradication of tuberculosis from our cattle 
gg is @ pressing necessity not only 
rom the point of view of saving hues life, 
but from an economica] standpoint. The inel- 
dence of tuberculosis among the cattle of the 
Trish Bree State is high, and the waste in 
animal life and animal products, ag a result, is 
colossal, It is not ible te estimate aecu- 
rately what proportion of our cattle through- 
out the country ig affected with the disease, 
but we can make a reasonably approximate 
estimate by taking the statistics of the Dublin 
Abattoir, which is the biggest clearing house 
for cattle in the country. During the past 
five years, out of 27,179 cows slaughtered at 
the Abattoir, 7,857, or 28.9 per cent., were 
affected with tubereulosis; of 13,890 heifers 
5.5 per cent. were affected, and of 17,461 
bullocks 7.1 per cent. A proportion of these 
affected carcases was totally condemned as 


unfit for human consumption, and of the re: 


mainder portions only of the carcases were 
condemned. If we base the percentage of 
incidence of the: disease throughout the 
country on the figures obtained by the Dublin 
Abattoir at about 10 per cent,, we find that, 
out of the population of 4,038,344 cattle in

A reduction in local rates brings 
more direct benefit to the people in Northern 
Ireland than a reduction in Government ex- 
penditure, for in the latter case the benefit 
goes to the Imperial contribution, and only 
indirectly, and to a very small extent, 
benefits the taxpayer. 

There is every possibility of an increase in 
the rates in Belfast next year, and some 
have estimated that the increase will amount 
to ls. in the £. This would be a very serious 
handicap to industry in the present period of 
depression. Belfast Corporation salaries are 
far in excess of those paid in some munici- 
palities in Great Britain.

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Canary 
Breeding. 


TRAINING OF 
BIRDS FOR SHOW. 


— 


(By J. P. R.) 


HE breeding, rearing and exhibiting 
of canaries make a _ fascinatin 
hobby, and there is money in it, shoul 
you be fortunate enough to breed the 
correct type. Breeding, otherwise “type, 
tells in the bird intended for exhibition, 
as it does in the hunter, dog, or anything 
élse required for show. 


The value of the typical canary—say, 
the Yorkshire—has increased enormously 
in recent years. “Before the Great War a 
‘“‘stormer’’—one that could sweep the 
decks at most of the Irish shows—would 
be well and wisely sold for £10; the same 
bird to-day would realise anything: from 
£50 to £100 if it chanced to be fancied by 
the Bradford judge with an eye on the 
Crystal Palace show. 

It is many years since a friend intro- 
duced me to the hobby, which, then as 
now, was extensively cultivated. by the 
members of the Yorkshire Canary and 
Cage Bird Society of Ireland, by pre- 
senting me with two Yorkshire hens and 
one cock, a few standard cages, and a 
breeding cage or two. I met with 
immediate success, as in my first year I 
won many. firsts, seconds, thirds and 
specials, a few cups and several medals, 
showing the birds all over Ireland—and 
all from the produce of the three birds. 
When I relinquished the hobby I had 
sixty-four high-class Yorkshires, the blood 
of which Eabha ig running through the 
big winníng strains to-day in this 
country. 


HOW TO SUCCEED. 


Anyone who studies the breeding oí 
these handsome, perfectly moulded, birds 
can make a success Of the hobby. 
Providing he acts on the simple advice 
given by experts in one of the many books 
on the subject and in the fancy Press, he 
cannot go wrong. If, however, the inten- 
tion is to breed and rear for exhibition, 
the task is more difficult, as, in that 
event, it will be mecessary (a) to feed for 
colour during the moulting season, so as 
to obtain the requisite deep orange, with- 
out which no bird can become a big prize- 
winner in its class; (b) to train the birds 
to stand bolt upright and defiant when 
being “handled” by the judge; (c) to 
bathe them regularly in order to bring 
out the sheen on the feathers, and (d) to 
wash them for the show bench. 

No dirty, or even sligtlhy soiled, bird 
could: possibly hold its own at show with, 
a petfectly clean one, even though the 
latter might be a little inferior on points. 
There are, however, classes for non-fed 
birds at all shows, non-feds being those 
that have not been fed for the colour. 
This colour is produced by mixing in the 
egg-food during the mouk a harmless red 
pepper which works through the blood, 
and through the blood into the feathers. 
The colour food, however, has to be very 
carefully regulated, as otherwise “the 
colour’ will come uneven in density, or 
patchy. 

Training calls for much patience. You 
must get the birds to know you, and not 
to be frightened of you. You “coax”

straight and defy you to knock them off 
their perches. With every bird I pre-

in the training that I could turn the cage

Building Work in Belfast 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Friday. 

The City Surveyor of Belfast (Mr. R. B. 
Donald) in his annual report, which has just 
been issued, refers to the work which has 
been carried out by his department during the 
past year. 

Altogether approximately 104 miles of 
streets have been concret€d, both reinforced 
and ordinary, during the past year. Plans 
for five and a half miles of new streets have 
been approved. Three and a half miles of 
new etreéts have been laid ont, and four and 
a quarter miles of streets were taken over 
from the owners by the Corporation. 
The number of plans approved for all classes 
of buildings was 5,826, and the estimated cost 
of the structures was £1,451,121. Among the 
buildings sanctioned were 2,944 dwelling- 
houses, two factories and workshops, nine 
shops, offices and warehouse premises, three 
churches, schools and public buildings, also 
868 alterations and’ additions toe existing 
buildings. i - 

Many of the Corporation new works were 
carried out as relief schemes, and the number 
of men’s days worked in connection with these 
was 227,426, which is equivalent to 52 weeks’ 
work for 730 men. 


THE LAGAN BOULEVARDS. 

In connection with the Lagan Boulevards, 
.the roadway skirting the river had been com- 
pleted on the County Down side from Raven- 
hill down to Annadale avenue, and on the 
Antrim side frem King’s Bridge to Stran- 
millis. The construction of thedock and weir 
was being pushed forward, ahd work was 
proceeding from both banks of the river. 

When completed it will be possible to keep 
the level of the river sufficiently high to cover 
the slob lands which appear at low tide. 
This will make an attyactive river promenade 
on both sides of the fiver, and boating and 
boat races can be held irrespective of the 
state of the tide.

A fine extension had been completed at 
Templemore Avenue Baths, where the first 
class pond was increased to 75 feet long and 
a new gallery provided at one end to seat 
250 persons. A ‘large scheme of extension was 
now under consideration. for Peter’s Hill 
Baths, which, if carried out, would largely 
solve the problem of the question of a 
“ Central Baths.” The drawings were well 
advanced, and would be considered by the 
Committee in a short time. The erection of the 
large extension to Carrick House was now 
proceeding. 

During the past eighteen months work on 
the House Cleansing Section of the Surveyor’s 
Department had been greatly improved and 
accelerated hy the. introduction of mechanical 
transport for the removal of house refuse. ‘The 
service to the ratepayers had been increased 
by emptying the ashbins every nine, instead 


of fourteen, days. 
The report also states that during the year 
the Queen’s Bridge Pumping Station was 
completed, and was doing much to mirintise 
flooding on the County Down side of the 
river and around the markets area. The work 
of reconstructing the outfall sewer in the 
lough, to replace existing outfall, was pro-

Work upon the new. Northern Lew -Courte 
in Chichester street, Balfast, is proceéding 
rapidly, and towards the»end of nest year 
it may be possible to occupy some Of the 
building.

Christmas Traffic. 


Railway passengers travelling to places 
in distant parts of Englar! and also to 
Ireland and Scotland during the Christmas 
holiday have been as numerous as ever, 
but traffic from London to the Centinent 
has not been so heavy as in former years. 
Undergraduates of the British universities 
travelling to Switzerland for the winter 
sports have been fairly numerous, but 

has been a falling off among the 
older travellers and a marked decline in 
the number of Americans. In former 
years many. tourists from the other side

It is almost the general 
Opinion among the delegates that this 
question must be settled outside the Con- 
ference, since agreement in the full body 
seems impossible of attainment. Any 
solution presented with an authoritative 
backing, however, is almost certain of 
acceptance. Once gp AE. om and argument 
are opened in a meeting of the Conference, 
compromise and artangemené seem to fiy. 
out of the window. 


The Government's Prospects. 


The principal members of the Govern- 

ment cannot i“ looking forward to the new 
session of Parliament with any degree of 
confidence; for every one of its four 
principal] measures is likely to meet with 
severe criticism.. The Trades Disputes Act 
Amendment Bill contains provisions “to 
which exception will be taken by the 
Liberals; the Electoral Reform Bill does 
not satisfy some of the Socialists, and. the 
Government’s followers are far from united 
with regard to the Marketing Bill and the 
Consumers Council Bill. Other measures 
which may give the Government ‘anxious 
moments are the Utilisation of re 
tural Land Bill and the Education ( 
Attendance) Bill. 


A Ship Model. 

The authorities at the Science Museum, 
South oe have just finished a 
model, ‘complete in all details, of one of 
Queen Elizabeth's great ships. It is in the 
ship-model galleries and is six feet from 
end to end, and shows even the smallest 
details. The model has been based on 
plans and details, as to masts and ri 
obtained from manuscripts which hasal 
Pepys, the diarist, collected neatly two 
hundred and fifty years ago, when he 
intended to write a history of ‘the 
Royal Navy; they are preserved bti)! 
in his library at Magdalene College, 
Cambridge. The hull, copied from 
the oldest ship plans still existing 
in England, is of beautiful design, 
and shows plainly that Elizabethan ship- 
wrights were very far in advance of those 
few ig wc aa inters who delineated 
their handiwork. The paint-work, copied 
from the original plans,comes as a varices 
to many; for it is realised seldom that, 
while the ships of our Stuart sovereigns 
were adorned with a wealth of gold and of 
carving, those of the Tudors relied for their 
decoration almost entirely on brilliant and 
contrasting colours laid on in angylar 
th. strongly reminiscent of the 

rightl y-painted canal boats of to-day.
